rights of extra-territoriality enjoyed by American |

The result has been the formulation of a new penal 
code, new civil and commercial codes, a code of pro- 
cedure and a law for the organization of courts, which 
will give Siam a system of justice comparable to that 
of western nations. 

When civilized nations began their intercourse with 
Siam early in the last century they found the native 
list of crimes and punishments so at variance with 
enlightened conceptions that no dealings with the 
‘kingdom were possible save on a basis that the law 
of the foreigner, as administered by his Consul, should 
supplant the Siamese law. This right, so called right 
of extra-territoriality, was granted by treaty gen- 
erally. These were the same safeguards enlightened 
nations have exacted in behalf of their citizens in 
Turkey, in China, in Japan, Morocco, Tonga, Tunis, 
Tripoli. and elsewhere, with the expansion of com- 
merce during the last century.

Figures were submitted from the ‘Government 
report (Bureau of Markets daily market report) 
which showed the average sale pricé at Chicago 
for melons ragging from 18 to 31 pounds during 
July. 1920, to have been $349.00 per car of 
24,000 pounds, based on every-other-day sales.

AMERICAN MONEY FOR BRAZIL, 


From the New York Herald. 

HE loan of $25,000,000 to Brazil dovetails 

admirably with our increasing share in Bra- 
zilian export and import trade. Before the war 
our part in Brazil's trade amounted to only 2 
per cent and since 1915 we have occupied first 
instead of second place in both sales and pur- 
chases in that country. Brazil is a nation rich in 
natural resources, awaiting only the developing 
touch of larger capital to refttrn handsome re- 
ward. Its credit rating is high, its existing debt 
is low. It has stable government and its people 
are aggressive and industrious. Until now the 
Brazilians have financed their railroads and pub- 
lic works, coffee and rubber plantations, as well 
as general commerce, through London and Paris 
loans. Although our commerce with Brazil has 
been growing apace, this is the first time Bra- 
zilian securities have been sold openly in this 
market, an event full of significance, since it is 
capital investment which almost without excep- 
tion holds open the door to commercial markets. 


THE BAN ON RUSSIA‘'S GOLD. 
LEONID KRASSIN in Moscow Economistches-

RANCE was the country which started this 
blockade, hoping thus to prevent the Soviet 
Government from disposing of its gold treasure. It 
expected our Government to fall sooner or later, 
and that French creditors could then, seize our 
coin and bullion.

tion, to lift its own boycott. When that country 
begins to trade with us, the gold blockade will 
break down entirely.

1. Yosemite National Park. A Studebaker LIGHT-
